Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  19^7  combined  with 
that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory 
during  196?  and  there  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious 
illnesses.  The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  during  the 
year  presented,  on  the  whole,  a satisfactory  picture.  I 
think  I should,  however,  comment  on  the  sharp  increase  in 
deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  the  Borough.  During  1967» 
twenty  six  persons  died  of  lung  cancer  compared  with  only 
sixteen  during  the  previous  twelve  months.  There  were  also 
nineteen  deaths  from  bronchitis  during  19^7  and  we  are  not 
likely  to  see  an  appreciable  fall  in  the  incidence  of  either 
of  these  diseases  without  there  is  a significant  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  cigarette  smoking  which  is  one  of  the 
important  factors  in  their  causation. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  ray  colleagues  in  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  assistance.  I would 
also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  encouragement  and 
support  afforded  to  me.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES 


Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fylde  Districto 
at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Wyre,  it  is  a seaport  and 
market  town^  The  area  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Morecambe 
Bay,  on  the  west  by  the  Irish  Sea,  on  the  east  by  the  River 
Wyre,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Urban  District  of  Thornton 
Cleveleyso 


Most  of  the  land  is  low-lying;  the  subsoil  varies 
from  sand  and  gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The 
principal  industry  is  Deep  Sea  Fishing,  with  its  contingent 
industries;  it  is  also  a seaside  resort  of  considerable 
importance.

HOSPITALS 


Fleetwood  hospital,  contains  28  beds  and  four  cots, 
for  cases  of  general  sickness  and  accidents,  but  being 
administered  by  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management 
Committee  patients  can  be  and  are  sent  or  transferred  to  any 
suitable  Hospital  within  the  district. 

For  infectious  diseases  there  is  the  Devonshire  Road 
Hospital,  Blackpool. 

Milton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  of  11  beds  is  fully 
occupied  and  provides  an  important  service. 

Rossall  Hospital  with  127  beds  and  Weshara  Park  Hospital 
with  322  beds  (including  3^  for  Psycho-Geriatric  cases),  are 
available  for  the  chronic  sick  of  all  ages,  and  there  are  also 
68  psychiatric  beds  available  at  Wesham  Park  Hospital. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


For  both  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  keep  available  within  the  district 
two  motor  ambulances  and  one  car  for  sitting  cases.

RESPIRATORY  ORGANS

and  include  those  from  brorhitis  (19)  and  pneumonia  (6). 

ORGANIC  HEART  DISEASE 

One  hundred  and  twenty  nine  deaths,  giving  a death-rate 
of  4.5  per  1,000. 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE  (CANCER) 

There  were  76  deaths  from  cancer  (44  males,  32  females), 
giving  a rate  of  2.69  per  1,000, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Visits  to  the  number  of  8l  were  made  to  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  no  school  notices  or 
certificates  were  issued. 


Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  on  request  by 
spraying  and  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and 
treating  infected  bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the 
Town’s  Depot.  The  vapour  gas  disinfector  is  also  available 
for  treating  infected  or  verminous  clothes,  beds,  etc.,  from 
the  ships  whilst  in  the  docks. 

During  the  year,  319  rooms  and  l49  articles  were 
disinfected,  73  articles  v;ere  destroyed.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  seventh  annual 
report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  and  Cleansing 
Department « 

During  196?,  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and 
Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  I966  came  into  force  and, 
in  view  of  the  number  of  fish  hawkers  based  in  Fleetwood, 
and  operating  throughout  the  County,  priority  was  given  to 
the  inspection  of  these  vehicles®  The  initial  survey  under 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  I963  was  completed 
during  the  year  and  this  work  now  becomes  a matter  of  routine 
inspection® 

In  April,  our  neighbouring  authority,  Thornton  Cleveleys 
commenced  tipping  on  the  Jameson  Road  refuse  tip®  This  joint 
tipping  operation  will  mean  the  reclamation  of  the  marsh  at 
the  rate  of  three  acres  per  year®  The  disposal  of  old  motor 
cars  becomes  a greater  problem  each  year®  In  196?,  a 
considerable  number  of  these  old  cars  were  disposed  of  by 
burying  them  at  the  refuse  tip®  Quite  obviously,  there  ia  a 
limit  to  the  number  of  cars  that  can  be  dealt  with  in  this 
way  and,  sooner  or  later,  an  alternative  means  of  disposing 
of  old  cars  will  have  to  be  found® 

The  summer  season  saw  the  new  extension  to  Ockwell’s 
Caravan  Park  fully  occupied®  This  means  that  there  are  now 
over  1,300  holiday  caravans  on  licensed  sites  within  the 
Borough  and,  when  the  caravans  are  fully  occupied,  a population 
increase  of  at  least  4,000® 

Once  again,  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
maintain  a full  staff  and  there  were  no  staff  changes 
during  the  year®  I must  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the 
members  of  the  health  and  cleansing  staff  for  their  loyal 
and  v/illing  co-operation  throughout  the  year® 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Committee  for  their  support  in  the  v/ork  undertaken  during 
the  year®

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the 
Fylde  Water  Boardo  The  sources  of  the  water  are  the  Grizedale 
and  Stocks  reservoirs  and  the  supplies  from  these  reservoirs 
is  augmented  by  boreholes  at  Garstang  and  Broughton,  The 
water  is  highly  potable  and  the  average  P«Ho  value  during  the 
year  was  7o7  during  the  winter  and  8.1  during  the  summer. 

Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by 
the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  the  Health  Department,  these  samples 
show  that  the  water  supply  is  most  satisfactory.

SWimiNG  BATH  WATER 


The  water  for  the  Marine  Pool  is  pumped  in  direct  from 
the  sea  and  subjected  to  continuous  filtration  by  mechanical 
filters  and  then  chlorinated.  Regular  tests  were  made  during 
the  summer  months  when  the  pool  was  in  use  to  ensure  that  the 
amount  of  free  chlorine  was  being  maintained  at  a satisfactory 
level  and,  in  addition,  30  samples  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  of  these  samples 
were  as  follows :~

6 samples  were  also  taken  from  Rossall  School  swimming 
baths.  The  first  three  samples  were  below  standard  and  advice 
was  given  with  regard  to  maintaining  a correct  level  of  free 
chlorine.

All  premises  within  the  Borough  are  drained  by  water 
carriage  and  the  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers o 
Sewage  is  carried  by  gravitaticn  except  for  the  Rossall  area 
and  a small  area  in  Radcliffe  Road  both  of  which  have  to  be 
pumpedo  There  are  pumping  stations  at  Rossall  Square,  Rossall 
School,  Rossall  Beach  and  Wyre  Street c In  recent  years,  the 
pump  capacities  have  been  increased  and  this  has  practically 
eliminated  the  possibility  of  sev/ers  surcharging,  except  in 
exceptional  storm  conditions « Sewage  is  finally  discharged 
into  the  sea  via  the  modern  pumping  station  on  the  West  side^

The  first  general  inspection  of  premises  registered  under 
the  Act  has  been  practically  completed,  only  eight  remain  to 
be  done «, 


It  is  now  evident  that  a number  of  premises  which 
should  have  registered  have  failed  to  do  so,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  visit  all  these  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  they 
do  employ  staff®  In  most  cases,  these  will,  no  doubt,  be  shops 
which  employ  only  one  or  two  people  and  are  still  unav/are  of 
their  obligations  under  the  Act® 

Despite  the  publicity  which  has  been  given  by  this 
department  to  the  provisions  relating  to  the  notification  of 
accidents  to  employees,  these  are  still  not  being  reported  in 
the  numbers  which  one  would  expect®  Out  of  the  285  premises 
which  have  registered  in  this  Borough,  only  seven  accidents 
have  been  reported  since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  and  in 
1967  no  accident  has  been  reported  which  came  within  the

The  systematic  block  treatment  of  cockroaches  begun 
following  a detailed  survey  in  has  been  continued  and, 

during  the  period  1964-196?,  a total  of  76O  disinfestations 
for  cockroaches  in  dwelling  houses  have  been  carried  out. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  is  still  being  done  against 
these  pests  but  there  is  a marked  reduction  in  the  number 
of  complaints  being  received.  Ants,  once  more,  gave  rise 
to  a considerable  number  of  complaints,  particularly  in 
houses  with  solid  floors.

SEWER  TEEATMENT 

In  1967,  a follow  up  treatment  of  manholes  was  carried 
out  in  a small  area  in  the  older  part  of  town  that  had  been 
found  to  have  a small  infestation  of  rats  in  I9660  In  this 
area,  only  two  manholes  showed  any  indication  of  rat 
infestation*  In  all,  3^  manholes  were  poison  baited  as  a 
precautionary  measure* 

In  addition,  26  manholes  in  the  area  of  Broadway/ 
Melbourne  Avenue  were  test  baited  for  rats  and  at  7 manholes 
takes  were  recorded*  As  a result  of  this,  test  bait  poison 
baits  were  laid  at  all  manholes  in  the  area*

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


During  1967?  the  expansion  of  the  town,  particularly 
on  the  West  side,  continued.  During  the  year,  a further  continuous 
rear  loading  compression  vehicle  was  purchased  as  a replacement 
for  an  older  type  of  compression  vehicle.  These  new  vehicles, 
which  are  faster  loading  and  able  to  carry  a much  greater 
amount  of  refuse  before  having  to  be  tipped,  have  made  it 
possible  to  absorb  the  greatly  increased  volume  of  refuse  to 
be  collected.  A weekly  collection  of  refuse  to  all  households 
was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  including  bank  holiday 
weeks.  At  the  height  of  the  summer  season,  270  cu.  yd. 
bulk  containers  were  emptied  each  week.  The  introduction  of 
this  system  has  been  another  factor  in  enabling  the  department 
to  cope  with  increased  demands  on  the  service.  A free 
collection  was  given  throughout  the  year  for  unwanted 
household  articles  such  as  furniture  etc.  Some  indication 
of  the  need  for  this  service  is  shown  in  the  following  table:-*

DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping*, 

Tipping  is  carried  out  at  the  east  side  of  town  on  the  marsh. 
With  effect  from  April  1st  1967i  a joint  tipping  scheme 
between  the  Borough  of  Fleetwood  and  the  neighbouring 
authority,  Thornton  Cleveleys  UoDoCo  came  into  operation. 

The  tip  is  given  regular  treatments  to  guard  against  rats 
and  flies. 


STREET  CLEANSING 


The  methods  of  street  sweeping  employed  are  hand 
sweeping  in  conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric 
street  orderly  tinicks  and  mechanical  street  sweeping  with  a 
mechanical  sweeper.  Also,  during  196?^  a 3 seater  electrically 
propelled  sweepers  truck  was  put  into  service.  This  vehicle 
has  greatly  increased  the  mobility  of  the  sweeping  staff, 
especially  in  relation  to  the  outlying  districts  of  the  town 
where  much  time,  formerly  spent  walking  to  and  from  the  job, 
is  saved. 

The  lower  promenade  is  swept  daily  during  the  summer 
season  and  the  beach  regularly  cleared  of  litter.  Blown  sand 
can  create  a problem  particularly  after  north  westerly  gales 
when  the  Esplanade  can  quickly  blocked.  It  is  necessary  to 
deal  with  this  all  the  year  round.
